Washington, Nov. 14.— (AP)— 


A thumbnail legislative program 
embracing a. half dozen or fewe 
promises gained favor among Re 
publicans today as 
senate 
and 


house GOP steering 
committees 


met for their first crack at or 
ganizing the new congress. 


All signs, however, pointed to a 


long delay in resolving leadership 
questions, particularly since th 
house struggle is raging unabatec 
against a backdrop of 19-18 presi- 
dential politics. 


Assembling for separate meet- 


ings, the 20 representatives and 
eight senators who make up the 
program planning groups were ex- 
pected to discuss a wide field of 
prospectivcT-legislaTion in their new, 
role as strategists for the major- 
ity party. 


But Senator Wallace White of 


Maine, who may become majority 
floor leader in his chamber, told 
a reporter he is urging his col- 
leagues to center their fire on a 
few major issues. 


"I don't think we ought to try 


to write a party platform 
such 


as might be produced by a national 
convention." he said. "We ought 
to say what we want to do about 
a half dozen major issues and not 
spread our efforts all • ver the lot. 
We ought to make promises that 
we can carry out and then see that 
they are fulfilled." 


Ball's Suggestion 


Support for White's view came 


from Senator Revercomb (R-WVa) 
and Ball (R-Minn). Ball suggested 
the Republicans might concentrate 
on three subjects—labor legisla- 
tion, establishment 
of what he 


called a "sound" fiscal policy and 
the removal of wartime govern- 
ment controls. He is working on

Revolt in British 
Houses Is Growing 


London, Nov. 14—(AP)—Thir- 


teen more labor members of par- 
liament joined a "revolt" against 
the Attlee government today, de- 
manding a Socialist foreign policy 
to prevent what a resolution call- 
ed "an otherwise inevitable con- 
flict-between American capitalism 
and Soviet communism."

bered at least 53.

New Schedule Held 
School Death Down 


Baroda, Mich., Nov. 14—(AP) 


School authorities today credited 
a new schedule which emptied a 
first floor classroom 10 minutes 
before a boiler exploded at the 
Consolidated school with holding 
the toll to one pupil killed and 18 
others injured, one critically. 


The blast occurred while 260 


children were in the school, but 
most of them were in undamaged 
sections of the two-story * struc- 
ture. 


Walter Ruppel, 13, died 
less 


than three hours after the blast. 


Alice Johns, 13, was critically 


injured and hospital attendants 
decribed her condition as "poor." 


The boiler blew up at 10:40 au 


m. (CST) Wednesday. 


School authorities saifl. that un- 


der a changed schedule, a score 
of pupils in the classroom directly 
above the boiler had filed out at 
10:30 a. m. for a lunch period. 
Under the former schedule they 
would have remained in class un- 
til noon. 


Blast Buries Students 


Just above the emptied class- 


room, a room full of seventh grade 
pupils was propped to the base- 
ment and buried beneath debris.

Nitz said he had received in-

Australia Attacks 


Soviets for Abuse 


of Big Power Veto 


Connally to Present U S 


Viewpoint Tomorrow; 


May Change Veto 


Lake Success, N. Y., Nov. 14:— 


(AP)—Australia today attacked 
the Soviet Union for invoking the 
big power veto 10 times and said 
these acts have "stultified" 
the 


work of the United Nations se- 
curity council. It said that these 
Russian actions undermined con- 
fidente in the council and lessen- 
ed its ability to deal effectively 
with matters before it. 


Leading off debate on the ex- 


plosive issue in the general as- 
sembly's 51-nation political com- 
mittee, Delegate Paul Hasluck of 
Australia called for complete re- 
view of the veto section . which 
gives Russia, Great Britain, the 
United States. France and China 
the right to block any major de- 
cision without a single vote. 


Veto Too Easy 


"The plain and rather ugly fact 


is that a permanent member has 
claimed successfully that he can 
select at will those resolutions on 
which he wishes to exercise the 
veto, and in doing so, the form 
and content of the resolutions are 
of less concern to him that his 
own opinion of wha£_some fellow 
member of the council has meant 
or might mean by making such 
proposals," Hasluck said.

houses or on buildings converted 
to housing use from oiher purpos- 
es.

sive removal of individual proper- 
ties from rent control be accom- 
plished where 
owners offer ten- 


ants a lease at an increase in rent- 
al of not more than 15 per cent. 


New York, Nov. 14.—(AP)—A 


first-class struggle was developing 
in the foreign ministers council to- 
day over the issue of who should 
rule the proposed free city of 
Trieste. It appeared certain to put 
to extreme test the mildly concil 
iatory attitude which has grown 
up here between Russia and the 
western powers. 


Secretary of State Byrnes and 


British Foreign Secretary Bevin 
already were confronted with 1 
Russian demands for changes in a 
Paris peace conference 
decision 


that would vest wide powers in a 
governor responsible to the Unit- 
ed Nations security council. 


Soviet Foi eign Minister Molotov 


assailing the Paris plan as undem- 
ocratic, insisted on limiting the 
governor's power 
and 
shiftmo 


more authority into the hands o: 
a popularly-elected assembly anc 
a council gf government responsi- 
ble to it. 


Amendments Incomplete. 
Dlotov' C 


ments to be a "minimum essen- 
tial" of change in the Paris draft 
statute for Trieste and when last 
night's big four session ended aft 
er three hours of argument his 
list of amendments, totaling 14 
was still incomplete. 


Western power diplomats, not- 


ing that the Russians had raised 
much 
the same arguments at 


Paris, foresaw a strong Anglo- 
American-French stand for powers 
which would enable the governor 
to take "all necessary measures' 
in event of an uprising in Trieste 
and if necessary to declare a state 
of siege. 


The western 
powers 
likewise 


were reported strongly opposed to 
fixing any deadline for the with- 
drawal of troops from Trieste. 
They stuck to the argument that 
during the transition in the new 
international 
zone the 
security 


council should have a free hand 
to make this decision. Russia ar- 
gued for a deadline of three or four 
months. 


Molotov, Others Disagree 


On another point. Molotov ar- 


gued that the Big Four foreign 
ministers should retain direct au- 
thority for setting up a transi- 
tional government in the Trieste 
territory, while Bevin and Byrnes 
held that, as decided at Paris, the 
security council should have this 
task from the first. 


Molotov began laying down his 


amendments last night after pre- 
viously agreeing to a Byrnes pro- 
posal that the foreign ministers 
themselves should go over the 
Pans-drawn statute paragraph by 
paragraph rather than farm it out 
to their subordinates. 


Bevin and Byrnes held their fire, 


for the most part, explaining that 
they preferred to get an overall 
picture of the Russian program be- 
fore they expressed themselves on 
its individual points. 


The disposition of Trieste has 


been a sore issue between the east- 
ern and western powers ever since 
the writing of peace treaties be- 
gan for eastern and western 
rope last year. 
Its 


arises from the fact that, being 
claimed by both Italy and Yugosla- 
via, it stands a.s the southr»n ter- 
minus of-the line between eastern 
and western Europe and as a key 
center in the control of much of 
the

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FBI Survey Reveals Shortage of 


Law Officers in City of Dixon

New York. Nov. 14—The results 


of a survey by the FBI show that 
less police protection is afforded 
residents of Dixon than is pro- 
vided for people in most of the 
nation's cities.

completed, rovers all cities with 
more than 2.500 people.

continued growth of crime, which 
has increased 8 per cent during 
the first nine months of 1946 over 
the same period in 1915 


With eight ori the Dixon police 


department payroll, the city has a 
ratio of .62 police employes for 


every 1.000 inhabitants. Compar- 
itive figures for other cities show 
an average of 1.6" police per ],- 
000 throughout the country, 1.60 
for the east north central states, 
and 1.23 per 1.000 for all cities in 
Dixon's size, groups, 30,000 to 25,- 
000 population.

ernment will end Nov. 20 and he 
may serve formal nottice tomor- 
row that he intends to terminate 
this agreement. 
This apparently 


would result in miners staying 


j away from their jobs, as they al- 


ways have followed the policy of 
"no contract, no work." 


Willing to Meet 


However, operators have told 


Krug that they were willing to 
meet with the UMW chief and. 
the secretary reportedly was seek- 
ing a commitment from Lewis to 
keep the miners working for a 
60-day period until an agreement 
can be reached on a private con- 
tract. The government took over 
the mines during the work stop- 
page last spring. 


Krug met with Lewis twice 


yesterday but both were non-com- 
mittal about their talks. 
Krug-. 


who also met with five leading 
operators yesterday, planned a 
further conference with the mine 
boss today. 


Lewis has contended that the 


government breached the contract 
by "misinterpretations" of vaca- 
tion pay provisions and other is- 
sues. He has hinted new wage- 
hour demands but has not an- 
nounced the terms he wants fo* 
his miners.

in Luxury Trad.e 


Led By "America1 


The America, which uas known 


to thousands ui' U S fighting men 
during the war as the U. a S. 
West Point, bails lor Europe this 
week, robbed of 
miKh 
of 
the 


glamor by the Queen Alary's auspi- 
cious voyage 
recently, 
in 
the 


American merchant marine's rath- 
er shaky challenge for trans-At- 
lantic luxury passenger trade. 


The largest passenger linor ever 


built in the U. S. she was com- 
pleted iii 1310 and inj\lo .scicsa! 
trips to the West Indies and Call, 
fornia before being converted to a 
troop transport. 
Stretching 723 


feet in length, the America carries 
1 500 passengers. The Queen Mary. 
1.031 feet long, carries 2.200 pay- 
ing; passengers." 


But not only the Queen Mary's 


size and amazing' accommodations 
count against the serious conten- 
tion of American shipping1 for top 
honors, shipping1 men point out. 
Union regulations stump shippers 
here at every turn. 


For instance, the Queen Eliza- 


beth carries a crew ot l,20o. 
If 


she were an Amencan operated 
ship, union rules would require a 
crew of close to 1.500 Whereas the 
Queen carries 2,200 paying' passen- 
gers, an American operated ship 
of the same tonnage could carry 
only 1.900—again because of union 
regulations 
The ciew pay rolls 


for an American ship comparable 
to the Queen would be about dou- 
ble that for the British liner. 


Union regulations help to make 


it almost impossible for American 
ships to compete with British, is 
the fact that before the war when 
she was in cruise service to the 
West Indies, the America carried 
1.202 passengers. Now in trans-At- 
lantic trade she can carry only 
1,050. 
The reason is that union 


regulations now require 06 cubic 
feet of space in the crews' quar- 
ters for each member. This figure 
is much more than before the war 
and the America, in being recon- 
verted, had to use some space pre- 
viously allotted to passengers for 
the crew's quarters. 
Ironically. 


United States maritime commis- 
sions regulations require only 18 
cubic feet for each passenger. 


Orders Army, Navy Cut 


Down Civilian Helpers 


Washington. Nov. 14—(API — 


Budget director James E. Webb 
has ordered the army and navy 
to dismiss by January 1 an addi- 
tional 93,400 civilian employes in 
this country and its territories and 
possessions. 


In doing so, Webb set a top limit 


of 892.600 on the number of civil- 
ians for military programs in the 
first quarter of 1947. This will 
require 
an 
army 
reduction of 


73,200 and a navy cut of 20,200. 


That a statement by Webb said, 


means a total cut-back of nearly 
1.000,000 workers on army and 
navy payrolls from V-J Day to 
the end of this year. 


The budget bureau indicated it 


would have similar word on re- 
ductions of personnel for govern- 
ment agencies in the non-military 
field later this month.
